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EXPLANATION OF EXEMPTIONS 


SUBSECTIONS OF TITLE 5, UNITED STATES CODE, SECTION 552 

(b)(1) (A) specifically authorized under criteria established by an Executive order to be kept secret in the interest of national defense or foreign 

policy and (B) are in fact properly classified to such Executive order;

investigations or prosecutions, or would disclose guidelines for law enforcement investigations or prosecutions if such disclosure could 
reasonably be expected to risk circumvention of the law, or ( F ) could reasonably be expected to endanger the life or physical safety of any 
individual;

The source stated that this minority group, referred 
to as the Marcyites, after many years of program and policy 
differences on varied issues concerning tactics and interpretation 
of political events, split from the SWP on the grounds that the 
Party was liquidating itself by departing from the Marxist precept 
of Leon Trotsky and retreating from the fight, for the world social 
1st revolution. The final issue which ultimately forced the 
split was the minority 1 s opposition to the SWP regroupment policy 
which involved cooperation with the Communist Party (CP) periphery- 
individuals characterized by the minority as petty-bourgeois. 

The minority program, according to the source, advocates 
the unconditional defense of the Soviet Union and has as its goal' 
the building of a revolutionary party with a complete proletarian 
orientation for the purpose of overthrowing capitalism in the 
United States and throughout the world. 

On May 12, i 960 , the source advised that*- this-- minority 
group had chosen the name Workers World Party (WWP). ■ : 

On May 4, 1961, the source stated that Headquarters of 
the WWP were located at 46 West 21st Street, New York, New York. 

The SWP and the CP have been designated by the Attorney 
General of the United States pursuant to Executive Order 10450.

The source stated that this minority group 
referred to as the Marcyites, after many years of program 
and policy differences on varied issues concerning tactics 
and interpretation of political events, split from the 
SWP on the grounds that the Party was liquidating itself 
by departing from the Marxist precepts of LEON TROTSKY 
and retreating from the fight for the world socialist 
revolution.

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COMMITTEE TO AID THE MONROE DEPENDANTS 

A source advised on October 10., 1961 , that the 
Committee to Aid the Monroe Defendants (CAMD) was formed 
during September, 1961 , by the Socialist Workers Party (SWP) 
in New York City. 

Source advised on May 6, 1963 ., that the aims of 
the CAMD are to afford financial support and counsel for 
ROBERT F. WILLIAMS and four other defendants who were 
involved in a racial incident on August 27* 1961, at 
Monroe, North Carolina. The SWP hopes to dramatize this 
incident nationally and internationally through the CAMD 
and thus attract individuals to the SWP aims and principles 
by playing a leading role in the integration struggle. The 
CAMD is also active in promoting the philosophy of utilizing 
counter-violence to achieve integration as espoused by 
WILLIAMS. 


According to the source, the organization and 
impetus of CAMD activities throughout the various parts 
of the United States, such as obtaining sponsors and the 
raising of funds, are the results of the efforts of various 
SWP branches. 

The above source advised on May 6, 1963 * that the 
headquarters of the-CAMD are located at 168 W r est 23rd Street, 
New York City.

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FAIR PLAY FOR CUBA COMMITTEE 

The April 6* i960., edition of "The New York Times" 
newspaper contained a full-page advertisement captioned "what 
Is Really Happening In Cuba," placed by the Fair Play for Cuba 
Committee (FPCC). This advertisement announced the formation 
of the FPCC in New York City and declared the FPCC intended to 
promulgate "the truth about revolutionary Cuba" to neutralize 
the distorted American press. 

"The New York Times" edition of January 11* 1961* 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United States 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10* 1961* Dr. 
Charles A. Santos-Buch identified himself and Robert Taber as 
organizers of the FPCC. He also testified he and Taber 
obtained funds from the Cuban Government which were' applied 
toward the cost of the afore-mentioned advertisement. 

On May 16* 1963* a source advised that during 
the first two years of the FPCC’s existence there was a struggle 
between Communist Party (CP) and Socialist Workers Party (SWP) 
elements to exert their power within the FPCC and thereby 
influence FPCC policy. However* during the past year this 
source observed there has been a successful effort by FPCC 
leadership to minimize the pole of these and other organizations 
in the FPCC so that today their influence is negligible. 

On May 20* 1963* a second source ad'dsed that the 
National Headquarters of the FPCC is located in Room 329 at 799 
Broadway* New York City. According to this source* the position 
of National Office Director was created in the Fall of 1962 and 
was filled by Vincent "Ted" Lee* who now formulates FPCC policy. 
This source observed Lee has followed a course of entertaining 
and accepting the cooperation of many other organizations 
including the CP and the SWP when he has felt it would be to 
his personal benefit as well.as the FPCC’s. However* Lee has 
indicated to this source has has no intention of permitting 
FPCC policy to be determined by any other organization. Lee 
feels the FPCC should advocate resumption of diplomatic relations 
between Cuba and the United States and support the right of 
Cubans to manage their revolution without interference from 
other nations* but not support the Cuban revolution per se.

WORKERS WORLD PARTY 


On April 17, 1959* a source advised that on 
February 12, 1959* a Socialist Workers Party (SWP) minority 
group, under the leadership of national committee member SAM 
BALLAN, known in the SWP as SAM MARCY, split from the SWP. 

The source stated that this minority group, 
referred to as the Marcyites, after many years of program 
and policy differences on varied issues concerning tactics 
and interpretation of political events, split from the 
SWP on the grounds that the Party was liquidating itself 
by departing from the Marxist precepts of LEON TROTSKY 
and retreating from the fight for the world socialist 
revolution. The final issue which ultimately forced the 
split was the minority's opposition to the SWP regroupment 
policy which involved cooperation with the Communist Party 
(CP) periphery - individuals characterized by the minority 
as petty-bourgeois. 

The minority program, according to the source, 
advocates the unconditional defense of the Soviet Union and 
has as its goal the building of a revolutionary party with a 
complete proletarian orientation for the purpose of over¬ 
throwing capitalism in the United States and throughout 
the world. 


On May 12, I960, the source advised that this 
minority group had chosen the name Workers World Party with 
headquarters located at 46 West 21st Street, New York,

MONROE DEFENSE COMMITTEE (MDC) 


A source advised on February 16, 1962, that GERALD QUINN, ■ 
a member of the Workers World Party (WWP) from New York, was sent 
to Cleveland, Ohio, in October, 1961, by the Monroe Defense Commit¬ 
tee of New York to organize an MDC in Cleveland, and that QUINN, 
with the aid of TED and FRANCES DOSTAL, members of the WWP, and 
WILLIE MAE MALLORY, organized an MDC in Cleveland, with headquarters 
at 1289 East 115th Street. 

On March 3, 1964, this source related that the purpose of 
the MDC in Cleveland was to aid in the support of WILLIE MAE MALLORY 
in her fight against extradition to Monroe, North Carolina. Follow-- 
ing her extradition in January, 1964, headquarters of MDC was moved ‘ 
from Cleveland to Monroe, North Carolina. 

A second source advised March 12, 1964, that the purpose 
of MDC is to obtain support and funds to aid in the continued de¬ 
fense of WILLIE MAE MALLORY, RICHARD CROWDER and HAROLD REAPE, who 
were convicted in Superior Court, Monroe, North Carolina, February 
27, 1964, on charges of kidnaping Mr. and Mrs. G. BRUCE STEGALL in 
Monroe on August 27, 1961, following a racial riot in that city. 

This source stated that headquarters of MDC is located at 
605 Brown Street, Monroe, North Carolina, with CLARENCE SENIORS as 
chairman. 

A third source in September, 1963, identified CLARENCE 
SENIORS as a member of the Workers World Party.

The records of the Baltimore City Water Department, 
checked on July 28, 1964, reflect that water bills are currently 
paid by LEDDIE MAYS. 

Gas and Electric Company records, as reported by 
JOSEPH MARTIN, Customer Relations, on July 28, 1964, reflected 
that gas and electric service is being furnished at 1526 Winford 
Road, in the name of J. I. MAYS (father of MADAYLN MURRAY). 

A pretext telephone call to the neighbor at 1524 
Winford Road"and to the neighbor at 1528 Winford Road, using the 
pretext of a Water Department representative of the City of 
Baltimore, produced information that the MURRAY’S are not residing 
at 1526 Winford Road now, since they have gone.to Honolulu. 

There are three or four persons residing at this address, includint 
a heavy-set colored woman. The neighbors’ impression is that 
the colored woman does not work, but is keeping house and they 
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have no idea as to the activities of the other persons, who 
are two women and a man, who appear to be in their thirties. 

Recently an Ohio car, license BD 480, has been seen 
visiting at this address, although the occupants of this car can¬ 
not be described. The neighbors’ impression is also that the 
MURRAY’S have merely allowed these persons to reside at this 
home, or are renting it to them and there has been no exchange 
of real property title. It is noted that the neighbors are 
not too willing to discuss the MURRAY family, or its activities. 

, A pretext call to the Free Thought Society of 

America, 2502 N. Calvert Street, Baltimore, Maryland, using 
the pretext of a "fellowship organization" desiring to consider 
a guest panelist for a projected roundtable discussion of 
current matters, resulted in talking with a Mrs. LEMOYNE CREE, 
wife of the President of the Society. LEMOYNE CREE has been 
appointed by the Board of Directors as President of the Free 
Thought- Society of America in Baltimore. MADALYN MURRAY, the 
former President, appointed a MAE MALLORY as President; however, 
this was not proper and MALLORY has no standing with the organi¬ 
zation. Mrs. CREE knows little about MALLORY, but^understands 
that MALLORY is staying at the MURRAY home in Baltimore. She 
believes that MALLORY,"learning of MURRAY through nationwide 
interest, sought MURRAY'S help in some sort of court case that 
she, MALLORY, is involved in, and MURRAY appeared anxious to 
help. Mrs. CREE said that MALLORY has made no attempt to 
take over the Free Thought Society, to be active in its affairs, 
or to question taking possession of any property which Mrs. 

MURRAY might think that she has within the organization. Mrs, 

CREE said that she had heard rumors that the MURRAY'S have a 
farm in Stockton, Kansas, but that as far as she knows, it 
was planned to be a Free Thought Society Training Center and 
had nothing to do with the civil rights movement. ^Mrs._CREE^ 
said she is of the opinion that Mrs. MURRAY is an individualist 
and any action which she might take, Mrs. CREE personally believes 
would be on her own behalf, and nothing o" behalf of the civil , 
rights movement, the Free Thought Society of America, or any 
other organization. 

Mrs. CREE had no idea as to whether MALLORY has ever 
been to the Kansas farm of the MURRAY'S, or would be acceptable 
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to the owner of the farm. Mrs. CREE has no idea what MALLORY 
might be doing at this present moment in the Baltimore area. 

It would seem from the above that MADALYN MURRAY has 
not given title of any of her property to subject, nor has any 
more interest in the subject than she would have in any other 
individual in the world, except that of exploiting MALLORY, or 
any other individual, for her own ends.

The source stated that this minority group, 
referred to as the Marcyites, after many years of program 
and policy differences on varied issues concerning tactics 
and interpretation of political events, split from the SWP 
on'the grounds that the Party was liquidating itself by 
departing from the Marxist precepts of LEON TROTSKY and 
retreating from the fight for the world socialist revolution. 
The final issue which ultimately forced the split was the 
minority ! s opposition to the SWP regroupment policy which 
involved cooperation with the Communist Party (CP) periphery - 
individuals characterized by the minority as petty-bourgeois. 

The minority program, according to the source, 
advocated unconditional defense of the Soviet Union and has 
as its goal the building of a revolutionary party with a 
complete proletarian orientation for the purpose of over¬ 
throwing capitalism in the United States and throughout 
the world. 



On May 12, i960, the source advised that this 
minority group had chosen the name Workers World Party. 

On April 27, 1964, a second source advised that 
the Workers World Party, which maintains headquarters at 
46 West 21st Street, New York, New, York, supports the 
People ! s Republic of China in its ideological dispute 
with the Soviet Union.

Re stated he under¬ 
stood this bond was for their'appearance at the next term 
of Superior Court, Monroe,' He stated he knew of no" 
restrictions 'or instructions imposed dr given to them at the 
time he 'signed the 'bpndf He stated he"*did"recall one of 
these defendants,, dr the"repfese‘ntatlve;"had' asked' CARKOBB ‘ 
BGWDER, Clerk of Court, as to what limitations' there were in 
regard to the bond, but'he" was busy and did'not hear"the ' 
answer. Re stated in the’application for bond for each of « 
these three persons they were required to notify the company 
within forty-eight'hours of any change pfresidence. Be 
stated he has received no information regarding any change. 

On March"30, 1964, *TCHN D, MC 'CQNNEBR, Resident 
Judge, 13th Judicial District of North Carolina, Southern 
■Bines, was contacted by SA 'ROBERT M, STEVENSON. ‘Judge 
MC"CONNEBB stated he knew of no restrictions regarding any 
trave.l'of MALLORY* CROWDER* or REABE* who were released on 
bond March 16, 1964, after being convicted in. Superior Court, 
Monroe, on kidnaping charges. 

He stated he had discussed this matter with ' 
Solicitor M, G, BOYETTE, and Mr,"BOYETTE stated he'knew of 
no restrictions'regarding any'travel py -these three persons. 
He"sfated he knows'of''ro' reason'why"they cannot' leave the 
State of North Carolina any time they desire to .do so. 

He added''he had received a letter from Attorney 
WABTER HAPFNER,' Cleveland, Ohio, who represents these 
three'persons, asking if Mrs.' MABRORY would be permitted' 
tp travel outside the State of North Carolina',* He stated 
as far as he ‘is concerned' they are free to tra’vel without 
his permission. 

' " ' On April l4y 1964, Mr. QARROBB B'OWDER, Clerk of 

Superior Court, Monroe, advised the bonds agreed to' and 
signed by'MABBORY* CROWDER* and REAPE specifically provide 
they arc' not permitted to travel from the jurisdiction of 
this court without permission, and they must appear in 
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court at the beginning of each term of Superior Court- in 
Monroe, the beginning of the next term being May 4, i9^4.' 
He state'd he orally told these three individuals that in 
order to leave 'the jurisdiction of the courf they would 
have to have permission of "the Resident' Judge,“Mr- JOIN D. 
MC CONNELL, “He stated he'has .since ^earned that Judge 
MC CONNELL has ho objections'to their travel, and 
personally he has no objections either'- He stated he 
feels that for'them to travel without' permission’ is "a - 
technical violation’df the"terms of the bond/ however, he 
does not feel this would result In forfeiture of their 
bopd. 


He stated he is awa"re“that Mrs, MALE’GRY had’left 
Monroe and reportedly gope to New York City, and'he does ’ 
not know if she received permission of the Resident Judge 
or not.

This letter sets 
forth that Judge’WALTER BROCK advised that MALLORY can " 
travel and reside where she “desires’ iftpe bonding company 
thafposted her bopd is agreeable,' provided that she 
appear whep required by the Superior Court of Union County. 
The lette'r further indicated that MA’LL’ORY had WALTERS 1 ’ ■ 
permission to"travel and reside'elsewhere than ip Monroe, 

as'long as She appeared when required by’fhe Superior.

no change of address,

T-l stated on January 22, 1964, that subject and" 
her followers have rented a two-story building bn Winchester 
Avenue In Monfoe 'which they plan to use to*’house demonstrators 
they'expect to come t'o"Monfbe T None of these demonstrators 
had arrived in Monroe at that time, 

The' mass"meeting planned'by MALLORY'and' SENIORS has 
not yet been held and they have been unable to rent a suitable 
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meeting place',' Local Negro ministers Refused, the..use of their 
churches and also refused to call on the Governor of North 
Carolina as requested by SENIORS'* 

CE'T-5 advised oh January 27,"1964', that the Buffalo 
New York, branch of WW.P has been under a financial burden'due 
to the necessity of raising bail money’for" subject. ' It was 
reported that subject might make' an appearance 'in Buffalo 
before her trial as there is a great deal of feeling for 
subject in Buffalo.

has practically no local Negpo support in Monroe,

described as "A quarterly review' of the Negro freedom 
movement^""published by Freedomways Associates, Incorporated, 
799 Broadway, New York, 'New York. This .issue contained-an' 
article by MAE MALLORY entitled, '."Memo from a Monroe (JalL." 
In this article, subject' ^escrlbes"events in Monroe prior'to' 
and'during the Kidnaping, her extradition fight in Cleveland, 
Ohio, and the kidnpaing trial held in Monroe in February, 

1964.

SAM BAhliAN stated at this meeting that WWP must 
raise the bail money for' MALL'ORY,■' He” said this is'a party 
commitment and, "We volunteered to help back in 1959 when 
we sent Bob Williams the first $10." 

'SAM'stated''SWP, CP, and'WWFare the only strong 
leftist'"tendencies left,' but ‘the'’other' two are nothing' but 
comedians "in today's' arena'"in Monroe',' and they have done 
nothing but'hinder''the'defense".' "He added the "New'York 
Times" had not once made a'ny''effort'to' recognize’ the pert 
of WWP in‘'the''MDC struggle and'had'completely ignored the 
MALLORY case and its significant-relation to WWP.

said the Negro boys. had T been' l.nf iced by white girls and 
mentioned"that' specifically"when HAH ODD REAPE went to' ' 
Boston* Massachusetts,' he was'so busy chasing after the 
white girls that he did not have the time to properly 
appeal for support for his qause, 

LYNN claimed that as a result of procedures such 
as this',' the' MQnipde defendants were as undeveloped 
politically'and socially as they had been before CAMD took 
over their'sponsorship', He claimed the 'Negro boys had not 
even learned'to read and write. Because "of the' mistakes 
made by CAMD in failing to'work on the political development - 
of the'defendants,' LYNN stated"upon their return to Monroe 
for the trial,"the boys were’easily influence^ hy MAE 
MALLORY, It was this"influence that'resulted in. the boys 
renouncing SWP' and the CAMD'and, "according to LYNN, it 
resulted in"theip losing the case because of the last-minute 
change in lawyers. -

'Also, a student group' 
at State University" College "at Buffalo "(SUCAB) is interested 
in having subject speak to their student body. 

" On'April 7 , 1964, 1-1 advised subject left 
Monroe for’New "York "City on'April 3* 1964. ''While oh this 
trip"," she'"plahs to ma^e "speeches in New York Qity, 

Buffalo, "and pds'sibly’Cleveland, Chio. She plans to

This . - 
gathering-was scheduled tp be held in connection with the- 
contemplated appearance of the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities (HCUA) in Buffalo on-April 29 and 30, 1964, and 
would take the position of being an anti-HCUA rally. It was 
felt that subject’s appearance would he beneficial inasmuch 
as the rally was being held in a Negro neighborhood in Buffalo 

The April 23, 1964, edition Of the "Buffalo Courier 
Express," on page 15 contained an article entitled "Speaker 
Opposing.NUAC Applauded." This article gave an account of a 
pally held the previous evening in the Pilgrim Baptist Church, 
655 Michigan Avenue, Buffalo, New York, at which ten speakers 
opposed the contemplated appearance of HCUA in Buffalo on 
April 29, 1964, This article outlined Statements by the 
various speakers,.all of whom expressed anti-HCUA sentiments. 
According to the article, a surprise speaker who was greeted 
with a standing ovation was Mrs. MAE MALLORY, a Southern 
civil rights leader, who had advocated self-defense measures 
by Negroes when non-violent methods are ineffective. MALLORY 
was quoted as saying "HUAC will not investigate the bombing 
of children in Alabama, or the plight pf white workers in 
Haplan County, Kentucky." She also made a brief comment 
concerning self-defense for Negroes pointing out that 
black people will haye freedom now," 

T-2 advised May 4, 1964, that the primary activity 
of WP in recent months has been its attempt to secure freedom 
for MAE MABLQRY by influencing public opinion in her favor. 
Following hep conviction in February, 1964, WWP allegedly 
provided through MDC the necessary funds to make bond while 
her case is being appealed. WWP provides living expenses for 
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CEARENCE SENIORS who serves as Chairman of MPC in Monroe,

Chairman of the CP District which includes Maryland* District 
of Columbia,‘Virginia and North Carolina, recently made a 
trip to North Carolina. According to MAYERS he saw MAE 
MAELORY fn Monroe while he was on this trip. 

T->7 advised June 1964, that subject was visiting 
MAJDAIYN MURRAY at her home in Baltimore, Maryland, on 
May 31, 1964. MAEDORY who was then living at 212 West 129th 
Street, New York City, was seeking financial assistance and 
MURRAY was trying to arrange a fund-raising speech for her. 
MAEEQRY had seen GEORGE MEYERS, but he had made no plans 
regarding assistance for her. This informant stated that 
MEYERS said he thought that the best thing the CP could, do . 
for MAEEORY would be to have a home affair.to raise funds 
and that is all. Re described MAEEQRY as a Negro nationalist 
and said she was okay but he did not think it was a good 
idea to contact, her. 1 

Qn July 3, 1964, Tr-5 advised that MADALYN MURRAY

WORKERS WORT.n PARTY 

On April 17, 1959, a source advised that on February 12, 
1959, a Socialist Workers Party (SWP) minority group, under the 

leadership of National Committee member SAM BALLAN, split from the 
SWP* 


The source stated that this minority group, referred to as 
the Marcyites, after many years of program and policy differences on 
varied issues concerning tactics and interpretation of political 
events, split from the SWP on the grounds that the Party was liquid-> 
ating itself by departing from the Marxist precepts of LEON TROTSKY 
and retreating from the fight for the world socialist revolution. 

The final issue which ultimately forced the split was the minority's 
opposition to the SWP regroupment policy which involved cooperation 
with the Communist Party (CP) periphery—individuals characterized 
by the minority as petty-bourgeois. 

The minority program, according to the source, advocated 
unconditional defense of the Soviet Union and has as its goal the 
building of a revolutionary party with a complete proletarian 
orientation for the purpose of overthrowing capitalism in the United 
States and throughout the world. 

On May 12, 1960, the source advised that this minority 
9 ^-oup had chosen the name Workers World Party. 

On April 27, 1964, a second source advised that the Work¬ 
ers World Party, which maintains headquarters at 46 West 21st 
Street, New York, New York, supports the People’s Republic of China 
in its ideological dispute with the Soviet Union. 

The SWP and the CP have been designated pursuant to Exec¬ 
utive Order 10450. 
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MONROE DEFENSE COMMITTEE (MDC) 

A source advised on February 16, 1962, that GERALD QUINN, 
a member of the Workers World Party (WWP) from New York, was sent to 
Cleveland, Ohio, in October, 1961, by the Monroe Defense Committee 
of New York to organize an MDC in, Cleveland, and that QUINN, with 
the aid of TED and FRANCES DOSTAL, members of WWP, and WILLIE MAE 
MALLORY, organized an MDC in Cleveland, with headquarters at 1289 
East 115th Street. 

On March 3, 1964, this source related that the purpose of 
the MDC in Cleveland was to aid in the support of WILLIE MAE 
MALLORY in her fight against extradition to Monroe, North Carolina. 
Following her extradition in January, 1964, headquarters of MDC was 
moved from Cleveland to Monroe, North Carolina. 

A second source advised March 12, 1964, that the purpose 
of MDC is to obtain support and funds to aid in the continued defense 
of WILLIE MAE MALLORY, RICHARD CROWDER, and HAROLD REAPE who were 
convicted in Superior Court, Monroe, North Carolina, February 27, 
1964, on charges of kidnaping Mr. and Mrs. G. BRUCE STEGALL in 
Monroe on August 27, 1961, following a race riot in that city. 

This source stated on May 21, 1964, that headquarters of 
MDC is located at 605 Brown Street, Monroe, North Carolina, with 
CLARENCE SENIORS as chairman. 

A third source in September, 1963, identified CLARENCE 
SENIORS as a member of WWP, 
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COMMITTEE TO AID THE 
MONROE. DEFENDANTS..

A source advised on October IQ, 1961, that the 
Committee tQ Aid tRe Monroe Defendants (CAMD) was formed 
duping September, 196l. by the Socialist Workers Party

Sourpe advised on May 6, 1964, that the aims of 
the QAMD were to afford financial support and counsel 
fop ROBERT F, WILLIAMS and four other defendants who were 
involved in-a racial incident on August 27* 1961, at 
Monroe, North Carolina, The SWP hoped to-dramatize this 
incident nationally and internationally through the CAMD 
and fchus attpapt individuals to ^he SWP aims and principles, 
by playing a leading role in the integration struggle. The 
CAMD was also active in promoting the philosophy of utilizing 
counter^violence to achieve integration as espoused by 
WXWACAMS, 


According to the source, the organization and 
impetus of CAMD activities throughout the various parts 
Of the United States, such as obtaining sponsors and the 
raising of funds f were the results of the efforts of 
various SWP branches, 

The March 23, 1964, issue of "The Militant," a 
weekly SWP'newspaper, stated the CAMD suspended activities. 
This'article related that this action was taken following 
the rejection of this committee by the defendants just 
prior to the trial held February 1 §t 28, 1964, at Monroe, 
North Carolina. Which resulted in the conviction of all 
of the defendants, except RQEERT F, WILLIAMS. 

ROBERT f, WXDDXAMS has fled the United States 
and is reportedly .residing in Cuba. 

The SWP has been designated pursuant to 

Executive Order 1Q4£>0 t 
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PROGRESSIVE LABOR MOVEMENT, also known as Progressive 
Labor Party 

“PROGRESSIVE LABOR” _ 

A source advised on July 2, 1962, that Progressive Labor 
groups held a conference in New York City on July 1, 1962, where 
MILTON ROSEN acted as chairman. He read a statement at this confer¬ 
ence setting forth their intention to form a new Marxist-Leninist 
party in the United States. ROSEN stated that a more formal organi¬ 
zation was necessary, one which would provide a framework for all 
who wanted to join in a united effort to build an American vanguard. 
The forces of this new organization are to consolidate all existing 
forces around Progressive Labor and organize additional forces, ex¬ 
pand and improve political activities, win additional forces to an 
of Marxism-Leninism and increase the open advocacy of soc¬ 
ialism, develop a significant Marxist-Leninist program for the new 
party, and organize a collective organization of leaders and members. 

"The Worker," an east coast communist newspaper, issue 
of January 7, 1962, page ten, column three, reported 
the expulsion of MILTON ROSEN, former Labor Secretary 
of the New York State Communist Party, United States 
of America. 

A second and third source advised in February 1963, that 
this new Marxist-Leninist party had not yet been organized on a 
formal basis, but that Progressive Labor groups had been formed in 
several localities in line with the proposals of MILTON ROSEN. The 
sources advised as of February 1963, that the leaders of this group 
were referring to it as the Progressive Labor Movement. 

A fourth source advised on March 15, 1964, that the Pro¬ 
gressive Labor Movement follows, supports and is politically orient¬ 
ated toward the Communist Party line of Red China rather than that 
of the Soviet Union 0 

A fifth source advised on March 28, 1964, that at a Pro¬ 
gressive Labor Movement meeting held in New York City on that date, 
it was announced that the Progressive Labor Movement would try to 
hold a nacional convention in New York City in September, 1964, to 
organize the Progressive Labor Movement on a more formal basis into 
a Progressive Labor Party. 
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PROGRESSIVE LABOR MOVEMENT (CONTINUED) 

The fifth source also advised that the Progressive Labor 
Movement publishes a monthly magazine called "Progressive Labor" and 
also a quarterly theoretical publication called the "Marxist-Lenin- 
ist Quarterly." The source also advised that starting June 1, 1964, 
the Progressive Labor Movement would start publishing a weekly news¬ 
paper in New York City. 

The March, 1964, issue of "Progressive Labor" sets forth 
that it is published monthly by the Progressive Labor Company, 
General Post Office Box 808, Brooklyn 1, New York.

On May 24, 1961, a source advised that a report was 
given on "Freedomways” at a meeting of the National goarh. 
Communist Party, NS4 (CPIJSA), held on May 24, 1961. .It was 
stated that the original plan called for the publication to 
be openly Marxist, but that it was later decided it would not 
be avowedly a Marxist publication r Editorials, are in the 
hands of a' mixed group of Marxists and non-Marxists. It 
Was stated that the central purpose'of "Freedomways" is to 
develop a theory and positive criticism of currents.in the 
Negro movement, 30 well as to raise the level of understanding 
and discussion taking place in Negro life today and to project 
a socialist and prq-Soviet orientation. 

On May 25, 1961, another source advised that 
"Freedomways” was. set up for the CPJSA by James Jackson, a 
member of the National Committee of the CPUSA. 
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The March 13* 1964, edition of "The New 
Times, a daily newspaper published in New.York, Ne^ York* 
contained ap article on page 20 which indicated that 
MADQOIM X (blTTIJS)* former national official of the Nation, 
of.Islam (NOT),and Ministry of NOI Bosque #7* Now York, who 
broke with the NOI on Mapcp S, 19 q 4* publicly announced in 
New York City on March'X2, 1964, that he had formed the 
Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMI), The MMI, according to 
the article* would he a broadly-based politically oriented, 
black nationalist movement for Negroes only, financed by 
voluntary contributions, ip this public statement madcoim X 
urged Negroes to abandon the doctrine of non-violence.when 
it is necessary to defend themselves in the civil rights 
struggle* and he also suggested that Negroes form rifle 
clubs fo protect their liyes and property in times of 
emergencies in areas where the government is unable or 
unwilling tp protect them* 

incorporation papers of the MMI filed on March 16, 
1964, with-the business Section, Clerk of Courts, New York 
Goupty* New York* New York, reflect that the MMI was 
incorporated .under the Religious Corporation haw of the 
State pf New York to work for the imparting of the Islamic 
ifeith and Islamic Religion in accordance with "accepted 
Islamic principals," The principal place of worship to 
be located in the borough of Manhattan, New York* New York. 

During an appearance over KYW - Television, 
Cleveland* -Ohio* on April 7* 1964, MALCOIM x stated that 
the MMI does pot stand for integration, but for complete 
freedom* justice, and equality for Negroes. He stated 
that Islam was the peligious philosophy of fhe MMI, while 
the political, economic and social philosophy was.black 
nationalism. 

Op May 15* 1964* a confidential source.advised that 
the headquarters of the MMX are located in Suite 128* Hotel 
Theresa,, 2Q9Q Seventh Avenue* New York City* where they were 
established on Mepch 16* 1964.

in Chicago, Illinois. Mosque #7 follows.the policies and 
programs as s,et forth by EWATl MQHAMMAD, 


Ihe date Mosque #7 originated in New York City 
is not known,.. 


Noweven, in connection with the origin of Mosque 
Wl» it should be noted that in 1^53* a second source advised 
that there was a- temple of the NOi (known to source then as 
the Muslim Cultoqf Islam) in New York City located at 135th 
Street and Seventh Avenue* as far-back as 1947, 
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NATION OF ISLAM, formerly referred to as the Muslim 
Cult of Islam, also known as Muhammad's Temples of 
Islam 


In January, 1957, a source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD has 
described his organization on a nationwise basis as the "Nation of 
Islam," (NOI) and "Muhammad's Temples of Islam." 

On May 8, 1964, a second source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD is 
the national leader of the NOI; Muhammad's Temple of Islam No. 2, 
5335 South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, is the national 
headquarters of the NOI; and in mid—1960, Muhammad and other NOI 
officials, when referring to Muhammad's organization on a nationwide 
basis, commenced using either "Mosque" or "Temple" when mentioning 
one of "Muhammad's Temples of Islam." 

The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was originally 
organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. Muhammad claims to have 
been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to lead the so-called 
Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness of North America by 
establishing an independent black nation in the United States. 
Members following Muhammad's teachings and his interpretation of 
the "Koran" believe there is no such thing as a Negro; that the so- 
called Negroes are slaves of the white race, referred to as "white 
devils," in the United States; and that the white race, because of 
its exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and will be destroy¬ 
ed in the approaching "War of Armageddon." 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, including 
Muhammad, have refused to register tinder the provisions of the Sel¬ 
ective Service Acts and have declared that members owe no allegiance 
to the United States. 

On May 5, 1958, the first source advised Muhammad had, 
upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal statements and 
instructions to his ministers concerning the principles of his 
organization in order to avoid possible prosecution by the United 
States Government; however, he did not indicate any fundamental 
changes in the teachings of his organization. 
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NATION OF ISLAM (CONTINUED) 

On May 7, 1964, a third source advised Muhammad had, early 
in July, 1958, decided to de-emphasize the religious aspects of the 
teachings of Islam and to stress the economic benefits to be derived 
by those Negroes who joined the NOI. This policy change, according 
to Muhammad, would help him acquire additional followers and create 
more interest in his programs.

Mao Mallory, a militant fighter 
for black freedom, is scheduled 
to speak here on Sunday. Mrs. 
Mallory is the victim of a framed- 
up kidnapping trial in Monroe, 

N. C. I urge everyone to go to 
her talk. ; 

To whet! your appetite, let me 
sketch in some of the background 
to the Moproe case: 

In 1957,'Robert Williams, head 
of the Monroe NAACP, began 
to organize self-defense, guards 
against Ku Klux Klan terrorism. 
The notable success he had in 
keeping the Klan out of the Ne¬ 
gro community is recounted in 
his book, Negroes -With Guns. 

Monroe is the southeast re¬ 
gional headquarters of the KKK. 

On Aug. 27, 1961, a Sunday, 
over a thousand racists, openly 
abetted by the police, storied, 
shot and tried to kill Afro- 
Americans in a. day of mob rule. 
Williams was told he would soon 
be hanging from a tree. When 
he called the governor’s' office 
for help, the governor’s assistant 
answered, “Ain’t you dead yet, 
nigger?” 

A white couple who claimed 
to be lost in the black comihu- 
nity sought refuge in Williams’ 
home where Mrs. Mallory was . 
visiting. The white couple en¬ 
tered Williams’ home voluntarily 
arid left voluntarily two hours’ 
later,, unharmed, despite the 
great racial tension in the Mon¬ 
roe black community that' day. 
From this was developed the' 
frame-up charge of kidnapping. 

Racist police agents and the 
white couple were the only 
prosecution witnesses. The jury 
was entirely white. The judge 
kept referring to the accused as 
“nigras.” The verdict, of course, 
was guilty. 

Robei-t Williams had managed 
to escape the lynch mob by flee¬ 
ing from North Carolina. The 
FBI put out a “wanted” poster 
on him which read: “Caution: 
Williams allegedly has possessed 
a large quantity of firearms, in¬ 
cluding a .45 caliber pistol which 
he carries in his car. He has pre¬ 
viously been diagnosed as schizo¬ 
phrenic and has advocated and 
threatened violence. Williams 
should be considered armed and 
extremely dangerous.”_ 


Mae Mallory also fled North 
Carolina. She was arrested }n 
Cleveland, Ohio, by over 20 FBI 
agents. For two and a half years 
Mae Mallory fought extradition 
frbm Ohio on the grounds that 
she could not possibly get a fa ir 
trial in North Carolina. First a 
Democratic arid then a Republi¬ 
can governor tinned • down her 
petition. 

The sentences of the four de¬ 
fendants ranged from 3 to 5 
years for John Lowry on up to 
16 to 20 years for Mrs. Mallory. 

The case is now being appealed 
to the Supreme Court of North 
Carolina>. 

The Monroe case. is only a 
single glaring example of the 
disparity between what “justice” 
means to whites and to blacks in 
America today. A break must be 
. made with the governing system 
in our country. 

We know that Goldwaterism 
stands for outright support to . 
the so-called white, backlash, But 
the Kennedy-Johnson administra¬ 
tion had its FBI vigorously pur¬ 
sue Mae Mallory and Robert Wil¬ 
liams to help out their fellow 
Democrats in North ' Carolina. 

Seldom have they been so effi¬ 
ciently helpful when it game to 
the lives of Negroes and civil 
rights supporters. The so-called 
: Civil Rights Bill contains no anti¬ 
lynching provisions. 

Clearly, the difference in 
America today is a matter of em¬ 
phasis, The choice is between 
Goldwaterism and the road to 
Goldwaterism. Ross Barnett sup¬ 
ports Goldwater, Orval Faubus 
supports Johnson. I, for one, 
cannot make a choice on that 
basis. 

A good way to make the break 
in ’64 is by giving, support to the 
campaign of Clifton DeBerry and 
Edward Shaw, the candidates of 
the Socialist Workers Party. 

They are running an educational 
campaign to promote the idea of 
such a break. They support the 
beginning efforts towards inde¬ 
pendent political action such as /

(Excerpts) Announcer: After learning last Friday^of North Carolina*s Supreme Court 
decision overruling the’conviction against Mrs. Mae Mallory and two other dependents 
in'the famous Monroe trial,, we asked Robert Williams, the U.S, Negro.leader who was 
one of the accused in the case, for his opinion. Mr. Williams, how do you personally 
feel about this decision in your favor?"

Williams: WeiTi~x am happy to know that there are aCTjeast a few civilized people in 
the state of North Carolina, at least a few civilized whites who will place justice 
above racial emotions and racial passions. I am not so proud that the case has been 
overturned, because the fact of the matter is there never should have been a case to 
start with. But I am proud of the fact that in North Caroline there are some whites— 
some judges and jurists—who place their duty, their charge of duty, and .their 
allegiance to the Constitution of the United States above that of the local^racial 
pressure and above that of the hoodlum element, and that they will not be intimidated 
by local Klansmen and that they will do whatthey ..think is Constitutionally right. 

Now, I am inspired by this and I must offer them a tribute, but I have no tribute for 
the people of Monroe, for the officials of the county arid for the state as a state. 


I must give credit where credit is due, and the judges deserve the credit, because 
right now the people in Union.County are screaming for the scalps of the judges who 
handed down the decision and they are undergoing a lot of pressure from the local 
bigots and the racists of the community. 

Announcer: Mr. Williams, may I ask, are you going to be returning home to the 
United States now? 


Williams: Well, the thing about it is that I would never have left the United States 
if it had not been necessary. Also, I'll always be grateful to the Cuban people for 
granting me political asylum hcne because,, after all, if it had not been for the Cuban 
people, who had enough faith in my innocence to take me in, I would never have lived 
long enough to see the state supreme court come out in agreement with my stand and 
VJith.the Cuban people. 

It (the decision--ed.) also bears out the 'fact of what I said before: that in Union 
County, North Carolina, a black person has less chance of-obtaining jutticeiin the 
courts at the hands of the racists than a common street dog. And so the state supreme 
court in North Carolina has agreed with all of those who. had'faith in the fact that 
we were being unjustly treated and thattthis was a conspiracy to destroy us, to 
destroy our usefulness to our people, and this is a new trend. 

Mrs. Mallory is now in New York, and she has told me by telephone that she is not 
willingly going-to return to North Carolina, and if she is reindicted, she will fight 
extradition from-New York. It means that the whole case will have, to be initiated 
from the very beginning, and this is certainly going to cost a lost of trouble. If 
they reindict us, it will mean that they are very much determined to destroy Negroes 
just on the basis of racial emotion, because legally they don't have a leg to stand 
on. They know from the very beginning that we are innocent. They know that We were 
being forced into exile without being guilty and they know that worldwide public 
opinion is on our side and much pressure has come to the United States from people 
abroad. 


Announcer: Mr. Williams, as a final question, what phase is the Negro struggle in 
the United States entering into now? 

Williams: Our whole attitude is beginning to change and our youth is becoming more 
militant, more revolutionary; and they are observing the freedom struggles around the 
world, all the liberation struggles, and they are'learning from tn^se struggles. 

But the trend of the Afro-American .struggle in the United States depends upon the 
white oppressors themselves. If they insist on holding the Negro underfoot, it means 
that an explosion is bound to come that Will rock the whole foundation of the so- 
called western civilization.

Branch, WWP Headquarters, 831 Main Street, on October 24, 
1964. 'MALLORY spoke of the alleged kidnapping case 
involving ROBERT WILLIAMS, herself, and others. She 
said that on August 27, 1961, during a racial disorder 
at Monroe, North Carolina, the Negro people were making 
every effort to defend themselves against the white 
people. She said that the Ku Klux KLan, at the time, 
was trying to find ROBERT WILLIAMS, as they intended 
to lynch him. She said that a white couple who were 
caught “in the midst of the racial disorder sought 
protection, and were invited into ROBERT WILLIAMS* 
home where several people were hiding. She said that 
police officers arrived and took the white couple 
to safety; however, the white couple later claimed they 
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had been kidnapped and forced inside WILLIAMS 1 home. 
She said that as a result of the allegation, a frame- 
up charge of kidnapping developed. She reviewed her 
fight against extradition to North Carolina from 
Cleveland, Ohio, and the trial which resulted. 

MALLORY said that Negroes have no chance 
under the capitalist system, and for this reason 
Negroes all over the United States have very little 
use for white people. She said their aim is equal 
opportunity, and they want to earn as good a living as 
the white people. She praised FIDEL CASTRO for 
allowing ROBERT WILLIAMS to seek asylum in Cuba. She 
said that the Rupublic of China is a real haven for 
Negroes, and that ROBERT WILLIAMS found it very good 
there. 


A member of the audience asked MALLORY if 
she felt the Negroes should have settled their 
problems at Monroe, North Carolina, by peaceful 
means rather than violence. MALLORY said that the 
Negroes at Monroe, North Carolina, were in a position 
where they had to defend themselves, and that all 
Negroes, when faced with similar circumstances, 
must continue to defend themselves by any means. She 
said that Negroes could make good use of the munitions 
which the Army has stored up in defending themselves 
in situations such as the one which occurred at 
Monroe, North Carolina.

CHELSEA WOMEN T S ASSOCIATION 


A confidential source advised on January 5, 1965 , 
that during the Fall of 1964, several female members of the 
Workers World Party (WWP) formed the Chelsea Women T s 
Association (CWA) to take advantage of recruiting and 
fund raising possibilities in the Chelsea Section of 
New York City. The group came about as a result of 
normal domestic events when housewives met around play¬ 
ground areas and found themselves discussing various 
grievances concerning housing, etc. NANCY GOLDSTEIN and 
HELENE GERSHOWITZ, WWP members, are the principal leaders 
of the group. 

On March 27, 1965 , a mimeographed leaflet Issued 
by the CWA listed the address of the organization as 305

A source advised on February 16, 1962 , that 
GERALD QUINN, a member of the Workers World Party 
(WWP) from New York, was sent to Cleveland, Ohio, 
in October, 1961 , by the MDC of New York, to 
organize an MDC in Cleveland, and that QUINN, with the 
aid of TED and FRANCES DOSTAL, members of the WWP, and 
WILLIE MAE MALLORY, organized an MDC in Cleveland, with 
headquarters at 1289 East 115th Street. 

On March 3* 1964, this source related that 
the purpose of the IOC in Cleveland was to aid in the 
support of WILLIE MAE MALLORY in her fight against 
extradition to Monroe, North Carolina. Following her 
extradition In January, 1964, headquarters of MDC was 
moved from Cleveland to Monroe, North Carolina. 

A second source advised on March 12, 1964, that 
the purpose of the IOC is to obtain support and 
funds to aid in the continued defense of WILLIE MAE 
MALLORY, RICHARD CROWDER and HAROLD REAPE, who were 
convicted in Superior Court, Monroe, North Carolina, 
February 27, 1964, on charges of kidnapping Mr. and 
Mrs. G. BRUCE STEGALL in Monroe on August 27, 1961 , 
following a racial riot in that city. 

This source stated that headquarters of 
MDC is located at 605 Brown Street, Monroe, North 
Carolina, with CLARENCE SENIORS as Chairman. 

A third source in September, 1963 , identified 
CLARENCE SENIORS as a member of the Workers World Party. 
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MUSLIM MOSQUE, INCORPORATED (MMI) 

The March 13, 1964 edition of "The New York 
Times," a daily newspaper published in New York, New York, 
contained an article on page 20 which indicated that 
MALCOLM X (LITTLE), former national official of the 
Nation of Islam (NOI) who brcke with the NOI on March 8, 

1964, publicly announced in New York City on March 12, 

1964> that he had formed the Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMI). 
The MMI, according to the article, would be a broadly based 
politically oriented black nationalist movement for Negroes 
only, financed by voluntary contributions. In this public 
statement, MALCOLM X urged Negroes to abandon the doctrine 
of non-violence when it is necessary to defend themselves in 
the civil rights struggle, and he also suggested that 
Negroes form rifle clubs to protect their lives and property 
in time of emergencies in areas where the government is 
unable or unwilling to protect them. 

Incorporation papers of the MMI filed on March l6, 
1964, with the Business Section, Clerk of Courts, New York 
County, New York, New York, reflect that the MMI was 
incorporated under the Religious Corporation Law Of the 
State of New York to work for the imparting of the Islamic 
Faith and Islamic Religion in accordance with "accepted 
Islamic principals." The principal place of worship to 
be locaed in the Borough of Manhattan, New York, New York. 

The May 23, 1964 edition of the "New York Amsterdam 
News," a weekly Negro newspaper published in New York City, 
contained an article by columnist JAMES BOOKER in which he 
indicated that he had heard that the visit by MALCOLM X 
with Muslim leaders during his African tour has changed ■ 
him to become more religious. 

On October 6, 1964, a confidential source 
advised that the MMI is apparently affiliated with the 
true orthodox Islamic Religion through its affiliation 
with the Islamic Foundation (of New York), 1 Riverside 
Drive, New York City. The only teachings of the MMI are 
on the Islamic Religion. 
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MUSLIM MOSQUE, INCORPORATED (MMI) 

This confidential source advised on May 17 * 1965* 
that the headquarters of the MMI are located in Suite 128* 
Hotel Theresa* 2090 Seventh Avenue* New York* New York* 
where they were established on March l6* 1964. These 
headquarters are shared with the Organization of Afro- 
American Unity (OAAU) which was also headed by MALCOLM X.

On June 28, 1964, MALCOLM X LITTLE, founder and 
leader of the Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMI), publicly 
announced the formation of a new, all Negro, militant 
civil rights action group to be known as the Organization 
of Afro-American Unity (OAAU), with himself as Chairman. 
This Announcement was made at a public rally held by the 
MMI in the AudubonEAllroom, Broadway and l6oth Street, 

New York City. 

A printed and published statement of basic 
OAAU aims read by MALCOLM X at this meeting indicates 
that it shall include "all" people of African descent, 
in the Western Hemisphere, as well as "our" brothers 
and sisters on the African continent. It is patterned 
after the "letter and spirit" of the Organization of 
African Unity established (by African heads of States) 
at Addis'Ababa, Ethiopia, in May, 1963* 

A recording of the remarks of MALCOLM X at 
this meeting indicates that the aim of the OAAU is to 
eliminate differences between Negroes so they can work 
together for "human rights," while the initial objective 
is to "internationalize" the American civil rights move¬ 
ment by taking it to the United Nations. LITTLE condemned 
the non-violent civil rights movement and claims that 
Negroes should be taught to protect themselves, when 
and if necessary. The OAAU will sponsor a program for 
Negroes of education, politics, culture, economics, and 
social reform. 

On May 17* 1965* a confidential source advised 
that the headquarters of the OAAU are located in MMI head¬ 
quarters, Suite 128, Hotel Theresa, 2090 7th Avenue, 

New York City.

On April 13, 1965 , a second confidential source 
advised that on March 26, 1965 , OAAU filed a Certificate 
of Incorporation with the Department of State, State of 
New York, Albany, New York, and henceforth the organiza¬ 
tion’s true name will be Organization of Afro-American 
Unity ' s Incorporated. 
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PROGRESSIVE LABOR PARTY (PLP) 

PROGRESSIVE LABOR MOVEMENT (PIM) 

A source advised on April 20, 1965 1 'biha.'b the PLP, 
formerly known as the PIM, held its first national convention 
April 15-18, 1965 , at New York City, to organize the PIM into 
a PLP. The PLP will have as its ultimate objective the estab¬ 
lishment of a militant working class movement based on Marxism- 
Leninism. 

"The New York Times, ’** City Edition, Tuesday, April 20, 
1965 , page 27, reported that a new party of ’’revolutionary 
socialism” was formally founded on April 18, 1965, under the 
name of the PLP. The PLP was described as an outgrowth of the 
PIM. Its officers 'Were identified as MILTON R 3 SEN, Newr 
President, and WILLIAM EPTON of New York and MORT SCHEER of . 

San Francisco, Vice Presidents. A 20-member National Committee 
was elected to direct the party until the next convention. ^

Movement was founded in 1962 by Mr. ROSEN and Mr. SCmyER a t 
they were expelled from the Communist party of the United States

The PLP publishes the "Marxist-Leninist Quarterly, a 
theoretical magazine; "Progressive Labor, a^monthly magaz , 
"Challenge, ’’ a New York City newspaper; and Spark, a wesij

The June 1, 1965, issue of "Challenge," page 6,Jtates 
that, "this paper is dedicated to fight for a new way of l+ fe ” 
where the working men and women own and control their nomeq, 
factories, the police, courts, and the entire government orj 
every level." . 

The source advised that the PLP utilizes the address 
of General Post Office Box 808, Brooklyn 1, New York, but also 
utilises*an office in Room 622, 132 Nassau Street, New York 
City, where PLP publications -ar-e-prepared.---- 
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REVOLUTIONARY ACTION MOVEMENT (RAM) 

On November 3, 1964, a source made available 
a document entitled "The Revolutionary Action Movement 
Manifesto," the document having been obtained by the 
source from an individual known to be a member of RAM. 


This document stated, in part, that RAM was 
officially organized in the winter of 1963 by Afro-Americans 
who support the revolutionary objectives of ROBERT E. 
WILLIAMS, now residing in Cuba, and his concept of 
organized violence to achieve the liberation of the 
Afro-American people in the United States. This Manifesto 
reflected that RAM had oriented its program to one of 
education and- political revolution and the organization 
of a "black" political party with revolutionary objectives, 
having recognized the need for a "black revolution" that 
could and would sieze power, RAM philosophy is described 
in this document as one of revolutionary nationalism, that 
is, one involving the struggles of the non-white races of 
the world against exploitation and enslavement by the white 
capitalist and imperialist nations. 

Regarding WILLIAMS, above, it should be noted 
that on August 28 , 1961, a federal warrant was issued at 
Charlotte, North Carolina,' charging with Unlawful Plight 
to Avoid Prosecution for the Crime of Kidnapping. Subsequent 
to the issuance of this warrant, WILLIAMS fled the United 
States to Cuba, where he now publishes a monthly newsletter 
entitled "The Crusader,"' from Havana. 


This source, in September, 1964, advised that 
RAM is dedicated to the overthrow of the capitalist 
system in the United States, by violence if necessary, 
and to its replacement by a socialistic system oriented 
toward the Chinese communist interpretation of Marxism- 
Leninism. RAM is entirely non-white in membership, 
clandestine in nature, and owes its primary allegiance 
to the "Bandung World," that is, the non-white 
races of the world, rather than to any national 
entity, as such. 
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REVOLUTIONARY ACTION MOVEMENT (RAM) 

On November 16, 1964, a second source advised 
that he learned recently from a RAM member that the 
organization was begun in Detroit, Michigan, largely 
under the impetus of DON F REEM AN, described as the 
"Father" of RAM and referred to as RAM’s "Black Stalin." 
FREEMAN served as RAM Chairman, with MAXWELL STANFORD, now 
of New York City, formerly of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, 
serving as RAM Field Chairman. 

This source .stated, in May, 1965* that there has 
been no formal headquarters, as such, for RAM, but that 
headquarters have been with FREEMAN since he has played 
such a dominant role in the leadership of and has directed 
the policies and activities of the organization. 

Within recent months, according to the second 
source, dissension within RAM has become evident and some 
dissatisfaction with FREEMAN’S leadership has arisen. So 
far as is known, however, he remains the titular leader 
of RAM. 


To date, according to the second source, in May, 
1965# RAM has organized units and membership in several of 
the larger cities in the United States east of the 
Mississippi River, and the organization is currently 
active, attempting to recruit new members and expand its 
sphere of influence. 
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"WORKERS WORLD" 

On May 3, 1965 , a confidential source advised that 
the "Workers World" is the official newspaper of the workers 
World Party, published twice monthly, with editorial offices 
located at 46 West 21st Street, New York, New York.

* A confidential source advised on March 29* 19^5* that■ 
the Youth Against War and Fascism (YAWF), formerly known as 
the Anti-Fascist Youth Committee* was established by the 
Workers World Party (WWP) in the summer of 1962, to bring 
college and high school youth into the periphery of WWP 
activities and thereby gain recruits for the organization.

United States. This Manifesto disclosed that RAM had oriented ^ 
its program to one of education and political revolution and 
the organization of a "black" political party with revolutionary 
objectives* having recognized the need for a "black revolution" 
that could and would seize power. RAM philosophy is 'described 
in this document as one of revolutionary nationalism* that 
is* one involving the struggles of the nonwhite razees of the 
world against exploitation and enslavement by the white 
capitalist and imperialist nations. 

. , Q Regarding WILLIAMS* it should be noted that on 

wr _.9ol* a Federal warrant was issued at Charlotte* 

worth Carolina* charging him with Unlawful Flight to Avoid 
prosecution for the crime of kidnapping. Subsequent to the 
issuance of this warrant* WILLIAMS fled the United States 

wher ® Re now publishes a monthly newsletter entitled 
The Crusader" from Havana.

dedicated to the overthrow of the capitalist system in the 
united States* by violence if necessary* and to its replacement 
by a socialistic system oriented toward the Chinese Communist 
interpretation of Marxism-Leninism.

On April 17 5 19595 a confidential source 
advised that on February 12 3 1959 3 a Socialist Workers 
Party (SWP) minority group under the leadership of 
National Committee member 5 SAM B ALLAN 5 split from the SWP. 

The source stated that this minority group 5 
referred to as the Marcyites 3 after many years of program 
and policy differences on varied issues concerning tactics 
and interpretation of political events 3 split from the SWP 
on the grounds that the Party was liquidating itself by 
departing from the Marxist precepts of LEON TROTSKY and 
retreating from the fight for the world socialist revolution. 
The final issue which ultimately forced the split was 
the minority's opposition to the SWP regroupment policy 
which involved cooperation with the Communist Party (CP) 
periphery-individuals characterized by the minority as 
petty-bourgeois. 

The minority program., according to source 3 
advocated unconditional defense of the Soviet Union and 
has_ as its goal the building of a revolutionary party 
with a complete proletarian orientation for the purpose 
of overthrowing capitalism in the United States and 
throughout the world. 

On May 12 3 i960,, source advised that this 
minority group had chosen the name Workers World Party. 

On May 2 S 1966 3 a second confidential source 
advised that the Workers World Party 3 which maintains 
headquarters at 46 West 21st Street 3 New York., New York., 
supports the People’s Republic of China in its ideological 
dispute with the Soviet Union. 

The SWP and the CP have been designated

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PROGRESSIVE LABOR PARTY 

A source advised on April 20, 1965 * that the 
Progressive Labor Party. (PLP), formerly known as the 
Progressive Labor Movement (PLM), held its^first national 
convention April 15-18, 1965 , at New York City, to organize 
the PLM into a PLP. The PLP will have as its ultimate 
objective the establishment of a militant working class 
movement based on Marxism-Leninism. 

The "New York Times" City Edition, Tuesday, April 
20, 1965 , page 27, reported that a new party of "revolutionary 
socialism was formally founded on April 18, 1965.9 under the 
name of the PLP. The PLP was described as an outgrowth of the 
PLM. Its officers were identified as MILTON ROSEN, New York, 
President, and WILLIAM EPTON of New York, and MORT SCHEER of 
San Francisco, Vice Presidents. A 20-member National-Committee 
was elected to direct the party until the next convention. 

According to the article, "The Progressive Labor 
Movement was founded in 1962 by Mr. ROSEN and Mr. SCHEER after 
they were expelled from the Communist Party of the United States 
for assertedly following the Chinese Communist line." 

The PLP publishes "Progressive Labor," a bimonthly 
magazine. Challenge," a biweekly New York City newspaper, 
and Spark, a west coast newspaper. 

The June 1, 1965 , issue of "Challenge," page 6, 
states that this paper is dedicated to fight for a new way 
of life-where the working men and women own and control their 
homes, factories, the police, courts, and the entire govern¬ 
ment on every level." 

The source advised that the PLP utilizes the address 
of General Post-Office Box 808, Brooklyn 1, New York, but also 
utilizes an office in Room 622, 132 Nassau Street, New York 
City, where PLP publications are prepared;

The Movimiento Pro Independencia de Puerto Rico 
(MPIPR) was organized in November, 1959, at Ponce, Puerto 
Rico, to work for the independence of Puerto Rico., It has 
an estimated membership of between 1,000 and 1,300 people 
with missions throughout the island of Puerto Rico and in 
New York, New York; Chicago, Illinois; and Buffalo, New 
York, 

At the time the MPIPR was organized it indicated 
that it did not advocate violence but would accept members 
who did. JUAN MARI BRAS, the founder and dominant leader 
of this organization, in a speech during March, 1964, 
threatened violence comparable to that in Algeria if 
Puerto Rico became a state within the United States. A 
source reported in 1966, that a leader of the MPIPR has 
indicated that "the revolution" would soon begin and another 
source advised that another official of this organization has 
attempted to obtain a number of automatic pistols. Articles 
praising FIDEL CASTRO and the Cuban Government regularly 
appear in MPIPR publications. In 1961, it adopted a 
resolution expressing 100 per cent approval of.and 
solidarity with the Cuban revolution. It sent a delegation 
to the Tri-Continental Conference of AJrrican, Asian and 
Latin American People, held in Havana, Cuba, during

In January, 19.67, a source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD ha 
described his organization on a nationwide basis as the 
"Nation of Islam" and "Muhammad’s Temples of Islam*" 

On May 5, 1967, a second source advised’ELIJAH 
MUHAMMAD is the national leader of the Nation of Islam (NOI); 
Muhammad’s Temple .of Islam No. 2, 5335 South Greenwood 
Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, is the national headquarters of 
the NOI; and in raid-1960 MUHAMMAD and other NOI officials, 
when referring to MUHAMMAD’S organization on a -nationwide’ 
basis, commenced using either "Mosque" or "Temple" when 
mentioning one of "Muhammad's Temples of-Islam." 

The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was • 
originally organized in.1930 in Detroit, Michigan, MUHAMMAD 
claim-s to have been selected by ALLAH, the Supreme Being, 
to lead the so-called Negro race out of slavery in the 
wilderness of North America by establishing an independent 
black nation in the United States. Members following 
MUHAMMAD’S teachings and his interpretation of the "Koran" 
believe there is no such thing as a Negro; the so-called 
Negroes are slaves of the white race, referred to as "white 
devils", in the United" States; and the white race, because 
of its exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and 
will be destroyed in the approaching "War.of Armageddon." 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, 
including MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the 
provisions of the Selective Service Acts and have declared 
that members owe no allegiance to the United States, 

On May 5, 1958, the first source advised MUHAMMAD 
had, upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal 
statements and.instructions to his ministers concerning the 
principles of his organization in order to avoid possible 
prosecution by the United States Government;however, he 
did not. indicate any fundamental changes in the teachings 
of his organization.

On May 2, 1966, a third source advised MUHAMMAD had 
in early July, 1958, decided to de-emphasize the religious

In January, 19.67, a source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD ha 
described his,organization on a nationwide.basis as the 
"Nation of Islam" and "Muhammad’s Temples of Islam*" 

On’May 5, 1967, a second source advised" ELIJAH 
MUHAMMAD is the national leader of the Nation of Islam (NOI); 
Muhammad’s Temple of Islam No* 2, 5335 South Greenwood- 
Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, is the national headquarters of 
the NOI; and in mid-1960 MUHAMMAD and other NOI officials, 
when referring to MUHAMMAD'S organization on a nationwide’ 
basis, commenced using either "Mosque" or "Temple" when 
mentioning one of "Muhammad’s Temples of Islam." 

.The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was 
originally organized in.1930 in Detroit, Michigan, MUHAMMAD 
claijfts to have been selected by ALLAH, the Supreme Being, 
to lead the so-called Negro race out of slavery in the 
wilderness of North America by establishing an independent 
black nation in the United State's, Members following 
MUHAMMAD’S teachings and his interpretation of the "Koran" 
believe there is no such thing as a Negro; the so-called 
Negroes are slaves of the'white race, referred to as "white 
devils", in the United States; and the white race, because 
of its exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and 
will be destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon." 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, 
including MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the 
provisions of the Selective Service Acts and have declared 
that members owe no allegiance to the United States. 

On May 5, 1958, the fipst source advised MUHAMMAD 
had, upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal 
statements and instructions to his ministers concerning the 
principles of his organization in order to avoid possible 
prosecution by the United States Government;however, he 
did not indicate any fundamental changes in the teachings 
of his organization. , * 
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NATION OF ISLAM (CONTINUED ) 

On May 2, 1966, a third source advised MUHAMMAD had, 
* 3- n early July, 1958, decided to de-emphasize the religious 
aspects of the teachings of Islam and to stress the 
economic benefits to be derived by those Negroes who Joined 
the NOI, This'policy change, according to MUHAMMAD, would 
help him acquire additional followers and create more 
interest in his programs.

ORGANIZATION OP AFRO-AMERICAN UNITY, INCORPORATED (OAAU ) 

On June 28, 1964, MALCOLM X LITTLE, founder and 
•leader of the Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMI), publicly 
announced the formation of a new, all Negro, militant civil 
rights action group to be known as the Organization of Afro- 
American Unity (OAAU), with himself as Chairman. This 
announcement was made at a public rally held by the MMI in 
the Audubon Ballroom, Broadway and l66th Street, New York 
City. 


A printed and published statement of basic OAAU 
aims read by MALCOLM X at this meeting indicates that it shall 
include all 1 people of African descent in the Western 
Hemisphere, as well as "our" brothers and sisters on the 
African continent. It is patterned after the "letter and spirit 
of the Organization of African Unity established (by African 
heads of States) at Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, in May, 1963* 

A recording of the remarks of MALCOLM X at this 
meeting indicates that the aim of the OAAU is to eliminate 
•differences between Negroes so they can work together for 
human rights", while the initial objective is to "internation¬ 
alize the.American civil rights movement by taking it to the 
.United Nations. LITTLE condemned the non-violent civil rights 
movement and- claims that Negroes should be taught to protect 
themselves, when and if necessary. The OAAU will sponsor a 
program for Negroes in education, politics, culture, economics, 
and social reform. 

MALCOLM x was assassinated on February 21, 1965* 
while addressing an OAAU rally at the Audubon Ballroom, New 
York City. 


On April 13, 1965.5 a confidential source advised 
that on March 26, 1965, the OAAU filed a Certificate of 
Incorporation with the Department of State, Btate of New York, 
Albany, New York, and henceforth, the organization's true* 
name will be Organization of Afro-American Unity, Incorporated.

BLACK PANTHER PARTY, NEW YORK 
(BPPNY) ___ 


A first source advised on August 3* 1966, that' 
MAXWELL CURTIS STANFORD, a leader of the Revolutionary 
Action Movement (RAM) in New York City, planned a caucus 
meeting for August 4, 1966 , the purpose of which would he 
the formation of a nucleus of a branch of the Black Panther 
Party in New York City. 

MAXWELL CURTIS STANFORD has been 

characterized in the characterization 

of the Revolutionary Action Movement. 

A second source, on August 3* 19 66 , made available^ 
an undated memorandum bearing the heading "The Black Panther 
which stated "One People - One Aim - One Destiny .. This 
memorandum stated in part that the "Black Panther is seeking 
human rights, political and economic power for Black America 
through Black independent political action. When we say^ 
Black independent political action, we mean action that is 
not tied to whitey in any way, manner, shape or form. 

The second source advised on September 7$ 1966, 
that as of that date, the address of the BPPNY was 2409 
Seventh Avenue, New York, New York. 

The second source advised on December 1, 1966 , that 
as of that date, there had been no known activity on the part 
of the BPPNY in New York City for several weeks due to a 
split of power among two ruling groups of the BPPNY, the 
majority of whom were active with RAM. 

A third source advised on January 1967* that 
the BPPNY had their telephone disconnected due to having 
financial problems. 

The second source advised on January 30j> 1967.? a nd 
again on May 2, 1967 , that as of the above dates, the BPPNY 
was out of existence.

NATION OP ISLAM, FORMERLY REFERRED 
TO AS THE MUSLIM CULT OF ISLAM, ALSO 
KNOWN AS MUHAMMAD * S TEMPLES OF ISLAM 

In January, 1967, a source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD ha 
described his organization on a nationwide basis as the 
"Nation of Islam" and "Muhammad’s Temples of Islam*" 

On May 5 S 1967 , a second source advised ELIJAH 
MUHAMMAD is the national leader of the Nation of Islam (NOI); 
Muhammad’s Temple of Islam No. 2, 5335 South Greenwood 
Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, is the national headquarters of 
the NOI; and in mid-1960 MUHAMMAD and other NOI officials, 
when referring to MUHAMMAD’S organization on a nationwide 
basis, commenced using either "Mosque" or "Temple" when 
mentioning one of "Muhammad’s Temples of Islam." 

The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was 
originally organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. MUHAMMAD 
claiifts to have been selected by ALLAH, the Supreme Being, 
to lead the so-called Negro race out of slavery in the 
wilderness of North America by establishing an independent 
black nation in the United States. Members following 
MUHAMMAD’S teachings and his interpretation of the "Koran" 
believe there is no such thing as a Negro; the so-called 
Negroes are slaves of the white race, referred to as "white 
devils", in the United States; and the white race, because 
of its exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and 
will be destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon," 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, 
including MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the 
provisions of the Selective Service Acts and have declared 
that members owe no allegiance to the United States. 

On May 5, 1958, the first source advised MUHAMMAD 
had, upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal 
statements and instructions to his ministers concerning the 
principles of his organization in order to avoid possible 
prosecution by the United States Government;however, he 
did not indicate any fundamental changes in the teachings 
of his organization.

NATION QF ISLAM (CONTINUED ) 

On May 2, 1966, a third source advised MUHAMMAD had, 
in early July, 1958, decided to de-emphasize the religious 
aspects of the teachings of Islam-and to stress the 
economic benefits to be derived by those Negroes who Joined 
the NOI. This'policy change, according to MUHAMMAD, would 
help him acquire additional followers and create more 
interest in his programs*

ORGANIZATION OP AFRO-AMERICAN UNITY, INCORPORATED (OAAU ) 

On June 28, 1964, MALCOLM X LITTLE, founder and 
leader of the Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMI), publicly 
announced the formation of a new, all Negro, militant civil 
rights action group to he known as the Organization of Afro- 
American Unity (OAAU), with himself as Chairman. This 
announcement was made at a public rally held by the MMI in 
the Audubon Ballroom, Broadway and l66th Street, New York 
City. 


A printed and published statement of basic OAAU 
aims read by MALCOLM X at this meeting indicates that it shall 
include all" people of African descent in the Western 
Hemisphere, as well as "our" brothers and sisters on the 
African continent. It is patterned after the "letter and spirit 
of the Organization of African Unity established (by African 
heads of States) at Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, in May, 19^3• 

A recording of the remarks of MALCOLM X at this 
meeting indicates that the aim of the OAAU is to eliminate 
•differences between Negroes so they can work together for 
human rights", while the initial objective is to "internation¬ 
alize the American civil rights movement by taking it to the 
United Nations. LITTLE condemned the non-violent civil rights 
movement and claims, that Negroes should be taught to protect 
themselves, when and if necessary. "The OAAU will sponsor a 
program for Negroes in education, politics, culture, economics, 
and social reform. . “ 

_ MALCOLM X was assassinated on February 21, 1965 ,

On April 29, 1968, a second confidential source 
advised that the president and head of the OAAU is ELIA 
COLLINS, a half-sister of the late MALCOM X, -who resides a 
great majority of the time in Boston, Massachusetts. 

On April 28, 1968 , this same source advised that 
the OAAU headquarters is still located at 224 West 139th 
Street, New York, New York. Meetings have not been held 
in several months and the organization appears to be breaking 
up and no longer functioning.

REVOLUTIONARY ACTION MOVEMENT 

On November 3, 1964, a source made available a document 
entitled, "The Revolutionary Action Movement Manifesto", the 
document having been obtained by the source from an individual 
known to be a member of the Revolutionary Action Movement (RAM). 

This document stated, in part, that RAM was officially 
organized in the Winter of 1963 by Afro-Americans who support 
the revolutionary objectives of ROBERT F. WILLIAMS, then residing 
in Cuba, and his concept of organized violence to achieve the 
liberation of the Afro-American people in the United States, 

This Manifesto disclosed that RAM had oriented its program to 
one of education and political revolution and the organization . 
of a "black" political party with revolutionary objectives, 
having recognized the need for a "black revolution" that 
could and would seize power. RAM philosophy is described in 
this document as one of revolutionary nationalism; that is, one 
involving the struggles of the non-white races of the world 
against the exploitation and enslavement by the white 
capitalist and imperialist nations. 

Regarding WILLIAMS, it should be noted that on 
August 28, 1961, a Federal warrant was issued at Charlotte, 

North Carolina, charging him with Unlawful Flight to Avoid 
Prosecution for the crime of kidnaping. Subsequent to the 
issuance of this warrant, WILLIAMS fled the United States to 
Cuba, where he published a monthly newsletter entitled, "The 
Crusader" from Havana. As of December, 1966, WILLIAMS was 
residing in Peking, China. 

This source, in September, 1964, advised RAM is' 
dedicated to the overthrow of the capitalist system in the 
United States by violence, if necessary, and to its replacement 
by a socialistic system oriented toward, the Chinese Communist 
interpretation of Marxism-Leninism. RAM is entirely non-white 
in membership, clandestine in nature, and owes its primary 
allegiance to the "Bandung World"; that is, the non-white 
races of the world rather than to any national entity, as 
such. 


On November 16, 1964, a second source advised he

in Detroit, Michigan, largely under the impetus of DON FREEMAN 
described as the "Father" of RAM and referred to as RAM’s 
"Black Stalin". FREEMAN served as RAM Chairman, with MAXWELL 
STANFORD (now of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania) serving as 
RAM Field Chairman. 

On May 12, 1967, a third source advised that the 
RAM still remains active; however, there is no formal head¬ 
quarters, as such, for the RAM. The source advised that 
MAXWELL STANFORD of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, is 
considered the leader of RAM and if a RAM headauarters 
ever existed, it would most likely be where STANFORD resides. 
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WORKERS WORLD PARTY 

On April 17, 1959, a confidential source advised that 
on February 12, 1959, a Socialist Workers Party (SWP) minority 
group under the leadership of National Committee member 
SAM 3ALLAN, split from the SWP. 

The source stated that this minority group, referred to 
as the Marcyites, after many years of program and policy 
differences on varied issues concerning tactics and inter¬ 
pretation of political events, split from the SWP on the 
grounds that the Party was liquidating itself by departing 
from the Marxist precepts of LEON TROTSKY and retreating 
from the fight for the world Socialist revolution. The^ 
final issue which ultimately forced the split was the minority’s 
opposition to the SWP regroupment policy which involved 
cooperation with the Communist Party (CP) periphery- 
individuals characterized by the minority as petty-bourgeois. 

The minority program, according to the source, advocated 
unconditional defense of the Soviet Union and has as its goaL 
the building of a revolutionary party with a complete 
proletarian orientation for the purpose of overthrowing 
capitalism in the United States and throughout the world. 

On May 12, 1960, source advised that this minority 
group had chosen the name Workers World Party. 

On May 1, 1968, a second confidential source advised 
that the Workers World Party, which maintains headquarters 
at 46 West 21st Street, New York, New York, supports the 
People’s Republic of China in its ideological dispute with the 
Soviet Union. 

The SWP and CP have been designated pursuant 

to Executive Ox'der 10450. 
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YOUTH AGAINST WAR AND FASCISM 

A confidential source advised on March 29, 1965, 
that the Youth Against War and Fascism (YAWF), formerly known 
as the Anti-Fascist Youth Committee, was established by the 
Workers World Party (WWP) in the summer of 1962, to bring 
college, and high school youth into the periphery of WWP 
activities, and thereby gain recruits for the organization. 

A second confidential source advised on October 23, 

1964, that a flyer distributed by the YAWF describes that 
organization as a militant organization of young workers 
and worker-students for combating war and fascism. 

The first source advised on May 1, 1968, that the 
YAWF maintains its headquarters at 58 West 25th Street, 

New York City, and publishes a magazine called "The Partisan”-

BLACK PANTHER PARTY 


According to its official newspaper, the Black 
Panther Party (BPP) was started during December,' 1966, in 
Oakland, California, to organize black people so they can 
take control of the life, politics, and the destiny of the 
black community. It x\*as organized by BOBBY GEORGE SEALE, 

BPP Chairman, and HUEY P. NEWTON, BPP Minister of Defense. 
NEWTON is presently serving a sentence of 2 to 15 years on a 
conviction of manslaughter in connection with the killing of 
an Oakland police officer. 

The official newspaper, "The Black Panther”, which 
further describes itself as the "Black Community News Service", 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the 
black people. Residents of the black community are urged to 
arm themselves against the police who are consistently 
referred to in the publication as "pigs" who should be killed. 

"The Black Panther" issue of September 1968 , 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, GEORGE 
MASON MURRAY, which ends with the following: 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons of 
America, revolt everywherei Arm yourselves. The only culture 
worth keeping is a revolutionary culture. Change* Freedom 
everywhere. Dynamite] Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the - 
,pigs - eveiywhere. " 


Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5* 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is the 
statement, "... we will not dissent from American Government. 
We will overthrow it." 

Issues of "The Black Panther" regularly contain 
quotations from the writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung of the 
People 1 s Republic of China and feature MAO 1 s statement that 
"political power grows out of the barrel of a gun." 


The national headquarters of the BPP is located at 
3106 Shattuck Avenue, Berkeley, California. Branches have been 
established at various locations throughout the United States.

WORKERS WORLD PARTY 


On April 17, 1959, a confidential source advised that 
on February 12, 1959, a Socialist Workers Party (SWP) minority 
group under the leadership of National Committee member 
SAM BALLAN, split from the SWP, 

The source stated that this minority group, referred to 
as the Marcyites, after many years of program and policy 
differences on varied issues concerning tactics and inter¬ 
pretation of polit5.cal events, split from the SWP on the 
grounds that the Party was liquidating itself by departing 
from the Marxist precepts of LEON TROTSKY and retreating 
from the fight_for the world Socialist revolution. The 
final issue which ultimately forced the split was the minority’s 
opposition to the SWP regroupment policy which involved 
cooperation with the Communist Party (CP) periphery- 
individuals characterized by the minority as petty-bourgeois. 

The minority program, according to the source, advocated 
unconditional defense of the Soviet Union and has as its goal 
the building of a revolutionary party with a complete 
proletarian orientation for the purpose of overthrowing 
capitalism in the United States and throughout the world. 

Op. May 12 , 1960 , source advised that this minority 
group had chosen the name Workers World Party. 

On May X, 1368, a second confidential source advised 
that tne Wor.uers World Party, which maintains headquarters 
at M5 West 2„st Street, New York, New York, supports the 
People’s Republic of China in its ideological dispute with the 
Soviet Unions

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The following is a verbatim transcript of a talk 
given by WILLIE MAE MALLORY at the Cory Methodist Church, 

East 105th Street, Cleveland, Ohio, on May 23, 19^9: 

We have some more witnesses, we have at least four 
more witnesses, but I think at this time that you can see that 
all the witnesses have gone even to the FBI, to the Law 
Department, and to no avail. That’s because individual action 
can’t get anything. This is why we have to have organized 
action. It‘s just like the Black community has to realize 
when you attack a wasp’s nest, you know how it’s to 
(unintelligible) but when #cucome to that wasp’s nest and hit 
that nest and all that wasp did was sting you, you in bad 
trouble. So now the July 23rd Defense Committee is preparing 
the (stutter) is trying to create a kind of situation that all 
of these people will come to the July 23r& Defense Committee 
and we*re gonna put a joint action against the police department. 
The July 23rd Defense Committee will abide in the name of these 
brothers and sisters, a petition demanding the arrest of those 
cops. Now Sister IRIS, Sister ITARA (PH), and Sister DIANNA (PH), 
would you please pass up and down the aisle. You see, the folks 
downtown can tax you and they tell you how much you gotta pay 
and you gotta pay it because if you don’t, they’ll throw you 
in jail. We don’t have the power of taxes. We have to rely

on your willingness to help us carry on this fight. We need 
money. We can’t collect the taxes. We have to ask you to 
give us money. Now before the next witness and this is a 
brother I’m sure that you’re gonna be very interested in 
because the pigs put five bullets in him and then charged 
him with murder. Before he comes to testify, I want you to 
give generously so that we can keep this group going on 
because we’re about to give it up. Now also, I'm gonna 
say here now and I don’t care if the Press quotes me because 
we are at war. The white power structure has declared war 
on Black people. We have to fight this war on many levels. 

Some of us will give contributions, some of us will talk, 
but where are these damn fighters that ain’t fighten? All 
these empty lots, all these vacant houses, and the pigs 
marching up and down as if it’s a pig holiday. Now brothers 
and sisters, this man is never* never ever gonna give us any 
freedom in the courts or any place else until he hopes. He has 
to hope and I don’t mean getting out in front of a tank with 
a gun and molotov cocktail unless he know exactly where to 
hit that tank, you know. But what I am talking about is 
guerilla warfare. Yes, Press, UPI, AP, Plain Dealer, Gall 
and Post, everybody, I am calling on the Black people to 
organize for revolutionary guerilla warfare. I’m given warning 





to you Black men. We say friends, that war is not faggot. 

The next person that gets up in a court room and gives 
testimony on a Black brother and survives in the Black 
community, I’m gonna put berries (?) on all of you, as long 
lives. Yes, Mr. CORRIGAN, I said it publicly. If you say 
I have advocated violence, I say hell yes. Let you non¬ 
violent people operate in your non-violent way. I am not 
telling anybody to volunteer and go to jail, but I am telling 
you what in the devil you doing in the night killing up one 
another. Out of all these 163 homicides that Cleveland has 
had so far, they have us killing us. They have not been us 
killing the man. So, I see that we have one Black attorney, 
don’t leave STAN, we*Oil stick with you, the rest of them didn’t 
show. Now we don’t want to put him on the spot in the sense 
that he was the trial attorney. The Press- has been quoting 
and harassing him, wanting to find out if he gonna be the. 
attorney that’s gonna question the witnesses. So, I think 
that in order not to create unnecessary problems for him since 
he’s the only Black lawyer that has guts enough to show unless 
there’s another one. Is there another one? Is there another 
Black lawyer in the house besides STANLEY TOLIVER? Then I 
suppose we have to carry on the testimony with the attorney 
that we have. So, the next witness will be WALTER PIX(?) and I

EVANS, who was recently convicted of the murder of three 
Cleveland Police Officers and a civilian during the Gienville 
Riot, July 23, 1968. Source stated MASOTTI refused to sign 
the petition. 

CV T-2 who has furnished reliable information in 
the past, advised on May 24, 1969 that a meeting was held on 
May 23, 1969 at the Cory Methodist Church, 1117 East 105th 
Street, Cleveland, JOhlo.,-sponsored by the July 23rd Defense _____ 
Committee, a committee organized to raise funds for the 
defense of FRED "AHMED” EVANS. Source stated^lir^IJ^JRATTAN^ 
Depu t y Minister..of .St ate and Forelgn Affairs, RHA, and MAE 
Tld%0KY were National and Assistant National Director of the 
July 23rd Defense Committee respectively. 

CV T-2 stated the meeting was entitled, "Peoples 
Court" and that alleged witnesses of the Gienville Riot told 
their version of the events of that day.

CY T-3 who has furnished reliable information in 
the past, advised on May 24, 1969 , that MAE MALLORY during 
the course of the meeting, made the following speech: 


”We have some 'more witnesses, we have at least 
four more witnesses, but I think at this time that 
you can see that all the witnesses have gone even 
to the FBI, to the Law Department, and to no avail. 
That 3 s because individual action can't get anything. 
This is why we have to have organized action. It's 
just like the Black community has to realize when 
you attack a wasp's nest, you know how it's to 
(unintelligible) but when you come to that wasp's 
nest and hit that nest and all that wasp did was 
sting you, you in bad trouble. So now the July 23rd 
Defense Committee is preparing the (stutter) is 
trying to create a kind of situation that all of 
these people will come to the July 23rd Defense 
Committee and we're gonna put a joing action against 
the police department,. The July 23rd Defense 
Committee will abide in the name of these brothers 
and sisters, a petition demanding the arrest of 
those cops. Now Sister IRIS, Sister ITARA (PH), 
and Sister DIANNA (PH), would you please pass up 
and down the aisle. You see, the folks downtown 
can tax you and they tell you how much you gotta 
pay and you gotta pay it because if you don’t, they'll 
throw you in jail. We don't have the power of taxes. 
We have to rely on your willingness to help us carry 
ten Ms fight. We need money. We can’t collect 
the taxes. We have to ask you to give us money. 

Now before the next witness and this is a brother 
I'm sure that you're gonna be very interested in 
because the pigs put five bullets in him and then 
charged him with murder. Before he comes to testify, 
1 want you to give generously so that we can keep 
this group going on because we're not about to give 
it up. Now also, I'm gonna say here now and I don't 
care if the Press quotes me because we are at war. 

The white power structure has declared war on 
Black people. We have to fight this war on many 
levels. Some of us will give contributions, some 
of us will talk, but where are these damn fighters 
that ain’t fighten? All these empty lots, all these 
vacant houses, and the pigs marching up and down as 
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if it’s a pig holiday. Wow brothers and sisters, 
this man is never, never ever gonna give us any 
freedom in the courts or any place else until he 
hopes. He has to hope and I don’t mean getting out 
in front of a tank with a gun and molotov cocktail 
unless he know exactly where to hit that tank, you 
know. But what I am talking about is guerilla 
warfare. Yes, Press, UPI, AP, Plain Dealer, Call 
and Post, everybody, I am calling on the Black 
people to organize for revolutionary guerilla 
warfare. I’m given warning to you Black men. We 
say friends, that war is not faggot. The next 
person that gets up in a court room and gives 
testimony on a Black brother and survives in the 
Black community, I’m gonna put berries (?) on all 
of you, as long lives. Yes, Mr. CORRIGAN, I said 
it publicly. If you say I have advocated violence, 

I say hell yes. Let you non-violent people operate 
in your non-violent way. I am not telling anybody 
to volunteer and go to Jail, but I am telling you 
what in the devil you doing in the night killing 
up one another. Out of all these 163 homicides 
that Cleveland has had so far, they have us killing 
us. They have not been us killing the man. So, I 
see that we have one Black attorney, don’t leave 
STAN, we’ll stick with you, the rest of them didn’t 
show. Now we don’t want to put him on the spot in 
the sense that he was the trial attorney. The Press 
has been quoting and harassing him, wanting to find 
out if he gonna be the attorney that’s gonna question 
the witnesses. So, I think that in order not to 
create unnecessary problems for him since he’s the 
only Black lawyer that has guts enough to show 
unless there’s another one. Is there another one? 

Is there another Black Lawyer in the house besides 
_STANLE^2PLISSH^ Then I suppose we have to carry 
on the testimony with the attorney that we have. 

So, the next witness will be WALTER PIX (?) and I 
want you to reach your hands down in the pocket, 
do without that fifth this Friday night, do without 
it, and put the money to a good cause because believe 
me you get that, (unintelligible), real tight, you 
know, and the man does it right to you no how and 
you’re gonna say something tonight and you ain’t 
got nobody to back you up unless you got an organized 
bunch of Black people. So now let’s organize tonight 
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and if your thing is to give money, then give money, 
but the brothers out here that’s suppose to be 
fighters, I will no more, throw pickets at you, I 
want some action. u

Chairman, and Huey P. Newton, BPP Minister of Defense. 

Newton was sentenced in 1968 to serve 2 to 15 years after 
being convicted of manslaughter in connection with the 
killing of an Oakland police officer. ' 

The official newspaper,-"The Black Panther," 
which further describes itself as the "Black Community 
News Service," states that the BPP advocates the use of 
guns and guerrilla tactics in its revolutionary program 
to end oppression of the black.people„ Residents of the 
black community are urged to arm themselves against the.

"The Black Panther" issue of September 7> 1968,

The National Student 
Strike for Peace was originally called by the Communist Party 
and the Socialist Workers Party (SWP), culminating in a takeover 
by the SWP element in the Summer of 1968 and the Communist 
Party element withdrawing. Source further advised the Student 
Mobilization Committee locally and nationally is controlled by 
the SWP and its youth arm, the Young Socialist Alliance (YSA), 
as evidenced by the YSA leadership and participation in Student 
Mobilization Committee activities. 

The SWP has been designated pursuant to 

Executive Order 10450. 

A report by the Committee on Un-American Activities, 
House of Representatives, Ninetieth Congress, First Session, 
dated March 31. 1967, entitled "Communist Origin and Manipulation 
of Vietnam Week (April 8 - 15, 1967)" on page 53 states in part, 
"Communists are playing dominant roles in both the Student 
Mobilization Committee and the Spring Mobilization Committee."

On January 27, 1971, NY T-l, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised that Willie Mae Mallory of 
Cleveland, Ohio, was to speak before a group named the ’'National 
Youth Congress” at New York City on or about February 12, or 13,

On February 11, 1971, NY T-2, who has 
furnished reliable information in the past, 
advised that Willie Mae Mallory is a Black 
Nationalist who has most recently associated 
herself with the National Committee to Combat 
Fascism (NCCF). 

The "New York Times” newspaper, dated 
October 26, 1970, Page 30, Column 2, 
described the NCCF as a "subsidiary 
organization of the Black Panther Party" (BPP). 

A characterization of the BPP is attached 
to this memorandum. 



On February 13, 1971, NY T-3, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised that a meeting of the National 
Youth Congress (NYC), took place at the United Nations Church 
Center, with approximately sixty people in attendance. The 
program consisted of the showing of a film dealing with the 
attempt to free the African colony of Angola from Portugese 
rule. There were no other events which took place at this 
meeting.

Enlow Ko.en, Director of the United Front, Cairo, Illinois, 
a group which has been boycotting merchants in Cairo, and 
James Rufus Forman, a former national officer of the Student 
National Coordinating Committee (SNCC), were all present 
at the aforementioned NYC meeting but did not take amactive 
part in any of the proceedings. 

A characterization of SNCC is attached 
to this memorandum. 

On February 15, 1971, NY T-2 advised that Willie Mae 
Mallory departed from New York City on that date by Commercial 
Airliner for Cleveland, Ohio. 

During the months of February and March, 1971, several 
confidential sources, who are familiar with some aspects of racial 
activities in the New York City area, advised they could furnish 
no further information concerning Willie Mae Mallory, Charles 
Enlow Koen, James Forman, or the NYC.

On 
3/2$/71, subject was main speaker at ANGELA DAVIS rally held in 
Washington, D.C. (WDC) wherein subject urged the black people in 
WDC to dominate the city. She also stated she has no objection 
working with white people as long as they are working to 'Uproot 
the system." On 4/3-4/71 subject attended the International Black 
Workers Congress (IBWC) in Pittsburgh, Pa., wherein she stated 
that Political Education classes were being established at Cuyahoga 
College, Cleveland, to teach concepts of the Marxist-Leninist 
ideology.

Angela Davis. 

( ANGELA DAVIS - DAVIS, a self - admitted 
member of the Communist Party (CP) in Califor¬ 
nia, is now incarcerated in Marin County, 

California, awaiting trial on murder-kidnaping 
charges involving the slaying of a judge in 
that state and the CP, USA, has b'ean: instrumental 
in the formation of groups to free or defend her. 
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Trial date has not been set but it appears • ' V 
activities of such groups will accelerate 
as the time for trial approaches and still 
more such groups may be formed.) 

(WALTON is Chairman of the D.C. 

Committee to Free Angela Davis and Field 
Representative of the Washington Teacher’s 
Union.) 

On March 22, 1971* CV T-3 advised that a "Free Angela j 
Davis Rally" was held on March 21, 1971^ at All Souls Church, I 
l6th and Harvard Streets, NW, WDC. The event -which began about j 
4:30 p.m. was sponsored by the Black Women’s Caucus of the 1 

D.C-c Committee to free Angela Davis. 

Source stated subject was the main speaker at this l 

affair wherein she stated she was not in Cleveland, Ohio, during 
the "shoot-out" between the police and Black Nationalists (BN) 
there; but she wished she had been as she stated she would have 
been right in the middleof the disturbance. 

MALLORY said she is against Mayor STOKES of Cleveland 
because she had talked with STOKES about a convicted BN and 
STOKES, according to source, stated he could not get along with any 
BN. 


Above source advised MALLORY said that there is very 
little activitj'- in Cleveland on behalf of ANGELA DAVIS and she 
found the same to be true in WDC which dissatisfies her. She 
has talked to some black people in Washington and they have said 
that DAVIS was with the CP and the CP should help her and not 
the black people. 

MALLORY .then said that she understood WDC is seventy 
percent black and with this high percentage, the black population 
should be able to dominate the city. MALLORY said she had heard jr 
of the bombing at the U.S. Capitol and of the bombing scares in 
other buildings. MALLORY understands that the general belief is 
that black people did not have anythirgto do with the bombing, 
but that it was the work of white 'radicals. She said that if some 
blade person does decide to do "his thing," she wants him to leave 
a note or sign that it was for the support of ANGELA DAVIS.

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MALLORY then advised that she has no objection working 
with white-people as long as they are working to "uproot the 
system". She is against black people who go around jumping 
on white people who are their sympathizers or their friends, when 
there are so many white racists walking around. 

MALLORY concluded with the idea that "the system" will 
suffer if ANGELA DAVIS, BOBBY SEALE, ERIKA HUGGINS, and an uniden¬ 
tified black male from New York are not freed. 

(SEALE and HUGGINS are Black Panther 
Party (BPP) members recently freed following 
a hung-jury trial in New Haven, Connecticut.) 

The BPP is a black extremist organiza¬ 
tion started in Oakland, California, in Dec¬ 
ember, -1966. It advocates the use of guns and 
guerrilla tactics to bring about the over¬ 
throw of the U.S : 0 Government. 

On April 1971 5 CV T-4 advised the International Black 
Workers Congress (IBWC) held a conference at the Ozanam Center, 
located on Wylie Street, Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, on April 3 
and 4, 3.971® This source related tb-at the IBWC is an organization 
reportedly founded by JAMES PORMAISnaf New York, New York, who 
previously functioned as a national official of the Student 
National Coordinating Committee (S1\ T CC). The objective of the 
IBWC, according to this source, is the creation of a national black 
labor and student organization for the purpose of fomenting unrest 
among black industrial workers and students through revolutionary 
tactics, in an effort to seize control of the present governmental 
structure. 


The SNCC was formerly known as the Student 
Nonviolent Coordinating' Committee and was 
founded in i960 during the period of civil 
rights activity in the South. The organization 
advocates the use of force to achieve revolution 
ary goals and the destruction of the capitalist 
system of government in the U c Se

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According to this source., approximately 150 people were 
in attendance at this conference, with the conference being super¬ 
vised by FORMAN* Those attending this conference were made up 
of students from the majority of the black colleges in this 
country, as well as black representatives from industrial establish¬ 
ments throughout the country* Source was unable to identify 
these representatives or the colleges and industrial firms they 
represented, but did state the majority of the student representa¬ 
tion was from Hampton College in Virginia and Fisk University in 
^Tennessee. The greatest number of black industrial representa¬ 
tion was from Detroit, Michigan, and Atlanta, Georgia. The 
Hampton Cbllege' students indicated they were organizing black 
workers at the Newport News, Virginia shipyards. 


Source went on to relate that■reports pertaining to 
organizing both black workers and students from various geographical 
areas in the country were given to the attendees. These organizing 
reports were nine in number and were repetitious in nature, 
describinp; what efforts have beai instituted to organize the black 
industrial workers in a given area into a political force, or the 
black students into political education groups.

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On'May 4, 1971, CV T-5 advised that a group of 
approximately eight individuals entered the "Commuter" (campus’ 
newspaper), office at CCC, Cleveland, Ohio, and claimed that 
they were going to continue to write articles for the paper. 
This source advised that the individuals were former staff 
members of the "Black Liberator", a former CCC newspaper 
published by the Black Liberation Front (BLF), a local black 
extremist group at CCC. This source also advised that these 
individuals wanted to continue to operate the "Black Liberator" 
as a paper using the facilities provided by the "Commuter".

A review of this matter at FBIHQ determines that the 
subject apparently has been in Tanzania since early 1972. There 
has been no reported information indicating she is involved in 
extremist activities -while in Tanzania. In view of these factors, 
it would appear that subject no longer is qualified for inclusion 
on the ADEX.

Matters" pertain to Willie Mae Mallory, Black Extremist, who was 
involved in various activities from approximately 2/17/59 to 
9/22/71 in Ohio, New York, and North Carolina. In approximately 
1959 Mallory, one of the nine Harlem mothers involved in a Harlem 
segregation fight, was a Harlem CP member, NYC. She was involved 
in a racial incident in Monroe, N.C., in 1961, following which 
she was indicted and convicted for kidnaping. The North Carolina 
Supreme Court reversed the conviction 1965 on the grounds that Negroes 
were excluded from the North Carolina- Grand Jury. In approximately 
1963 Mallory became active and influential in the WWP which rendered 
propagandistic and financial support to her during her court fight. 

The WWP was a splinter group of the SWP. She was Assistant Chairman 
of the July 23rd Defense Committee, a fund raising organization for 
the defense of Fred Ahmed Evans, a Cleveland Black Extremist Leader 
sentenced to death-in connection with the killing of three police 
officers during the Glenville riot in Cleveland, Ohio, in July 1968. 

In connection with her extremist activities Mallory directed, led, 
attended and participated at various meetings and affairs, advocated 
the use of violence,and organized guerrilla warfare by the black 
community.
